WHITE  COUNTY  IS  100TH 
GEORGIA  REACHES  MILESTONE 

White  County  has  become  the  100th  unit  of  local  government  in  Georgia  to  establish  a  full-time  recreation  and 
park  agency  and  thus  establishes  a  milestone  for  the  State  in  this  regard.  On  January  1,  1975,  the  White  County 
Commission,  acting  on  the  recommendations  of  a  nine-member  county  recreation  board,  officially  established  the 
recreation  agency.  White  County  is  located  in  Northeast  Georgia  and  includes  the  cities  of  Cleveland  and  Helen. 
The  county  was  successful  in  obtaining  financial  assistance  from  two  funding  programs,  the  Governor's  Con- 
tingency Fund  and  the  Department  of  Labor. 

Larry  Johnson,  former  Recreation  and  Park  Director  for  the  City  of  Monroe,  has  been  appointed  as  the  first 
Director  and  already  has  programs  underway. 

The  establishment  of  this  agency  as  number  100  provides  Georgia  a  prestigious  position  among  states  in  the 
Southeast. 

The  exact  date  of  the  establishment  of  the  first  local  system  in  Georgia  is  not  known,  however,  it  is  believed  to 
have  been  around  1910.  Approximately  15  agencies  existed  in  1945  with  a  growth  trend  developing  after  the  end 
of  World  War  II.  By  1963,  Georgia  had  readied  the  50  agency  mark. 

Within  the  past  twelve  years,  the  state  has  been  able  to  accomplish  what  had  taken  nearly  sixty  years  previously. 

The  establishment  of  the  Georgia  Recreation  Commission  in  1963  and  the  ultimate  development  of  the 
Recreation  Planning  Section  within  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  in  1972  attributed  greatly  to  growth  in 
recent  years  with  local  governments  receiving  advisory  and  technical  assistance.

FEDERAL  ASSISTANCE  FOR  HISTORIC  PRESERVATION

Since  1966  with  the  passage  of  the  National 
Historic  Preservation  Act,  federal  funds  have  been 
made  available  to  buy,  restore  and  develop  historic 
properties  which  are  listed  on  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places.  Although  not  a  panacea  the 
National  Register  offers  protection  to  these  historic 
sites  by  calling  attention  to  their  significance  in 
American  history,  architecture,  archaeology  and 
culture  and  by  providing  an  extensive  review  process 
for  any  federally  funded  or  licensed  project  which 
may  have  an  adverse  effect  on  the  site's  integrity. 


Perhaps  it  is  best  to  deal  with  this  issue  here  and 
refer  to  any  questions  about  the  National  Register 
program  in  general  to  the  Historic  Preservation 
Section,  Department  of  Natural  Resources. 

There  are  two  types  of  funds  available  in  this 
federal  assistance  program:  those  for  purchasing 
historic  properties  and  those  for  restoring  historic 
properties.  Since  the  purchase  basically  involves  little 
explanation,  the  time  will  be  spent  here  on  discussing 
restoration  projects  and  their  details.  Restoration 
may  mean  authentic  restoration  of  the  exterior 
and/or  interior  of  an  old  building,  refurbishing  an  old 
train  or  conducting  an  archaeological  investigation.  A 
property  does  not  have  to  be  a  potential  museum  to 
be  eligible,  and  in  fact,  quite  the  contrary.  Money 
should  be  requested  to  restore  only  the  exterior  of  a 
structure  if,  for  example,  the  exterior  of  a  structure 
adapted  for  modern  use  as  a  home,  shop,  or  office. 
Federal  funds  are  not  to  be  used  for  modern  renova- 
tions, but  only  for  those  restorations  which  maintain 
the  historic  fabric  and  integrity  of  the  structure,  or 
structures,  in  the  case  of  a  district,  either  interior  or 
exterior. 


vation  Section  will  be  happy  to  work  with  anyone  on 
their  preservation  goals,  although  we  do  not  offer  the 
services  of  a  restoration  architect. 

For  archaeological  sites  not  associated  with 
structures,  preservation  rather  than  excavation  is  the 
most  significant  consideration.  Excavation  or 
extensive  development  of  an  archaeological  site  is  not 
always  necessary,  especially  for  prehistoric  resources. 
These  archaeological  sites  are  non-renewable 
resources  which  are  destroyed  by  excavation. 
Preservation  therefore  becomes  a  means  to  store  this 
data  for  use  by  future  generations  either  when  the 
information  retrieved  becomes  more  valuable  by  the 
passage  of  time  or  as  more  efficient  techniques  are 
developed.  Funds  are  available  through  this  assistance 
program  for  the  acquisition  of  archaeological  sites  for 
preservation. 


The  Historic  Preservation  Section  encourages  the 
application  for  federal  funds;  however,  as  in  all 
funding  programs,  there  is  never  enough  to  go  around. 
A  complete  grant  packet  is  being  prepared  providing 
detailed  explanations  of  this  program  and  an  appli- 
cation form.

The  intent  of  this  program, 
particularly  concerning  the  restoration  of  historic 
structures,  is  to  insure  the  maximum  preservation  of 
original  fabric  and  is  accomplished  by  authentic 
restoration  based  on  historical  research  and  docu- 
mentation and  especially  on  a  detailed  physical 
examination    of  the  structure.

HABERSHAM  COUNTY  SURVEYS  NEEDS 

(Editor's  Note:  The  following  article  was  written 
by  Loyce  Harpe,  Director,  Habersham  County 
Recreation  Department,  reflecting  an  interesting 
trend  toward  recreation  by  Habersham  County's 
youth.

The  Habersham  County  Recreation  Department 
has  recently  completed  an  activity  survey  using  the 
young  people  of  the  Habersham  County  school 
system. 

We  used  a  30%  sampling  of  the  young  people  to 
determine  what  the  youngsters  wanted  to  do  for 
recreation. 

I  have  done  several  surveys  for  other  departments 
and  the  results  were  far  different  from  the  results  in 
Habersham  County. 


A  charter  member  of  the  International  Recreation 
Association,  and  the  American  Recreation

McDuffie  County 

McDuffie  County  and  the  City  of  Thomason 
are  jointly  buying  park  land  which  totals  60 
acres  for  approximately  $26,000.  The  city  and 
county  will  share  costs,  at  least  in  the  early 
stages  of  development,  and  expect  to  use 
revenue  sharing  money  for  part  of  the  cost.

Another  significant  contribution  to  the  growth  has 
been  the  Recreation  and  Park  Assistance  Fund 
created  within  DNR  by  the  Georgia  General 
Assembly  in  1974.  Twelve  new  agencies  were 
established  through  this  fund  in  1974  with  the 
possibility  of  another  dozen  in  1975  if  funds  are 
forthcoming. 

Prospects  look  good  for  Georgia  to  continue  its 
growth  pattern  and  the  establishment  of  recreation 
delivery  systems  at  the  local  level.  Local  governments 
are  more  and  more  realizing  the  important  role  which 
these  services  play  in  providing  wholesome  living 
environments  for  Georgia's  citizens. 

SCOUT  TROOP  FOR  MENTALLY  RETARDED 

The  Smyrna  Parks  &  Recreation  Department  is 
sponsoring  a  Girl  Scout  troop  for  mentally  retarded 
girls  through  its  Therapeutic  Recreation  Program.  The 
troop  was  established  in  conjunction  with  the  North- 
west Georgia  Girl  Scout  Council,  Inc.  and  involves 
some  20  girls  aged  11-16  from  Rose  Garden  School.
